Foreword

We have restricted to a few suggestions, you can go 
ahead and add more innovative ideas, or even ask your children to come 
up with some unique and interesting ideas to continue the learning and 
understanding process of Quranic verses. 

Let me conclude with an important note. We regard our children as 
Allah’s invaluable blessings. We do often remember those blissful days, 
when our children were bom, with lots of indefinable feelings in our 
hearts. The blessings of Allah demand a gesture of gratitude to retain the

Explain what 
exactly the Almighty Allah says. Give examples from day to day affairs. 

• Ex: Serial No 02, Surah Al-Baqarah: 143, Allah is very kind to human 
beings, He blesses them with innumerable favors, sends down rain 
from the sky, cultivates loving and caring attitude etc.

2) Allah’s Remembrance 


Uttering words of praise (/>) for the Almighty Allah is what human nature 

is all about. It’s an inner hymn that comes out of realization of Allah’s 
bounties and favors that are abundant both in terms of their magnitude and 
impacts.

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Help your children remember Allah 


• In view of the above 11 verses try to make your child convince that the 
spirit of Allah’s remembrance (JiiJ)) is not confined to any time, rather 

it has been prescribed to do it frequently, morning and evening, all the 
time. 

• Point out how many ways have been mentioned in the aforesaid 
Quranic verses or in other parts of the Quran, like verse Serial No 2, 
Surah An-Nisa: 103, after finishing off prayers...remember Allah 
standing, sitting and lying. 

• Explain in their words why we should praise the Almighty Allah in 
view of the Serial Nos, 3, 4, 6 etc. 

• Give the following assignments to your kids: 

■ Making of list of few azkaar for morning and evening. 

■ Pasting azkaar like ^ J\ in their room or 

near study table. 

• Give them a few pics like, fruits, vehicles, sceneries etc and ask them 
to write any appropriate Allah’s Zikr. See how they respond, try to 
recognize their sense of understanding. 


3) The Blessings of Allah 


The blessings (V') of Allah by its essence are things that are in abundance, 

countless and beneficial. The term Ni’mah (V) doesn’t mean just 

blessings, it is favor, boon, grace, kindness. When this term is used as a 
noun it means convenience and freedom from worries and difficulties. The 
Quran says the blessings of Allah are innumerable, difficult to 
comprehend and count their measures. However Almighty Allah has 
mentioned a few that we know and utilize for every single second of our 
life. Look at these verses and try to understand the vastness of Allah’s 
favors:

Of the countless blessings, these are a few, if understand well, one can 

comprehend the wider and deeper sense of Allah’s blessings. 

• Let your child recite one verse, with its meaning. Then you explain the 
essence of Allah’s blessings making use of scientific data or other stuff 
with the help of internet. 

• For example Serial No 03, Surah Ibrahim : 32, explain what are the 
principles that help a ship sail through the sea (. Internet search clue - 
type: how ship sails on sea or watch the same on YouTube). 

• Tell how days and nights appear in an order. Otherwise what happens 
to humans if the length of day or night increase or decrease? (. Internet 
search clue - type: Antarctica day and night length or you can watch 
animated videos on YouTube). 

• Give appropriate assignment to draw the same or draw / pen down 
their imagination about human lives without Allah’s blessings. 
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4) Allah’s Likes 


As ignorance is disaster, knowledge is quite contrasting, it leads to 
success. Therefore knowing what Allah likes is half way to reach to the 
highest form of faith. In fact the path of faith is the path of what Allah 
likes. The Quran emphatically explains the likes of Allah and promotes a 
balanced thought among the believers to adhere to the likes of their 
Creator and do what He commands them to do. The following verses raise 
the curtains from the unknowns and let us know what Allah likes the most:

There can be no alarming words as threatening as destructive than those 
that are said by the Almighty Allah Himself. Look at the below table how 
ruthlessly the disliked people are singled out and how furious is our Lord 
in specifying their fates. 

Knowing the dangerous situation defies the possible disaster and helps opt 
for the ways that are peaceful and humane all the way. Another aspect is 
that the dislikes things are not out of the purview of human benefits; they 
are very much concerned with humans’ well-being, as Allah is 
Compassionate and Merciful. Now look at the verses:

6) Moral Values 


We often appreciate the attitudes that catch our attention and provide a 
kind of comfort to our hearts. On the contrary, the same is true that the bad 
attitudes hurt us. Moral values actually delve with the conceptual aspects 
of these attitudes and depict two important and natural inclinations. One, 
desirable manner, it is appreciated no matter who does carry it. Second 
being the bad manners absolutely unwarranted and unappreciative, no 
matter whoever indulges in it. 

Therefore moral values can be termed as those inevitable things that 
perfectly blend with human nature. Since Islam synchronizes with human 
nature, so is the case of moral values, they are like flesh and bones of 
human body, without which human life is incomplete in all senses. Please 
go through some of the moral values that are overtly explained by 
Almighty Allah.

Make your children morally sound 


The Quran presents chart of moral values that cover all aspects of human 
lives. Here we have mentioned just a few; the list of moral values is far 
bigger than this. To begin with let us focus on these verses. 

List out the characters mentioned in the above fifteen verses. Make a list 
and specify how your child is going to develop them. 
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Since building of characters requires time and your utmost care. So 
monitor on regular basis and note how your child is behaving and what 
sorts of changes are observable. 

Please stay focus on two important aspects: 

1) Be sure to suggest practical ways of inculcating good characters for all 
the fifteen verses mentioned in the above table. For example: Serial No 
1, Surah Al-Baqarah: 83 ,1 will: 

• Talk nicely with my parents and other family members 

• Address my relatives, neighbours, teachers and friends with good 
words 

• Avoid harsh and indecent words 

2) Take serious note of bad characters that fatally hamper your child’s 
decent dialect, like anger, foul language, bad company etc. Make a list 
of such bad characters and adopt practical ways of their annihilations. 


7) Parents’ Obedience 


The importance of parents is quite high as the Almighty Allah has 
mentioned their rights soon after describing His own rights in the Quran. 
So, it becomes apparent that the way worship of the Almighty Alone takes 
one to the Jannah, the same is true with the parents. Their obedience, 
selfless service, fulfilling their needs, providing all sorts of comfort to 
them is as good a virtuous act as the worship of Allah. Therefore we can 
deem our presence with children as the presence of both Heaven and Hell 
in our home. If we succeed in making our children obedient of Allah and 
us, their place in Jannah is confirmed for sure. 

The presence of children also arrests the same sort of attention of ours. 
Their dwelling in our home is just like the presence of Heaven and Hell. If 
they are obedient of Allah and His Messenger (pbuh) and serve us as well, 
they are sure to be a cause of an elevated position for us in Jannah. If not 
they can be cause of Allah’s wrath. Therefore from both perspectives we 
need to train our children how to worship Allah and at the same time we 
should groom them to be a source of rewards for us in both the worlds. 

In the Quran, there are many places wherein the position, rights and status 
of parents have been mentioned, to be precise we are enlisting here four 
verses from three different Surahs which are as under:

First go through the verses carefully and then ask your children to recite 
these verses. Careful reading of the verses along with their meaning will 
help you in understanding the conceptual facts about parents’ status and 
position. Explain the same to your children. Let each child be clear about 
what the Almighty Allah has instructed. Please focus on the following: 

1) Total four verses have been mentioned that form crux of Quranic view 
of parents. Take your time to explain each verse in detail. 

2) Listen to your children what they have to say about Quranic 
description of parents and let them ask questions. 

3) Apart from effective explanation of these verses you need to be very 
discipline and cautious about your overall behavior as parents. So try 
to avoid: 

• Missing obligatory prayers 

• Lies 

• Indisciplinary behavior 

• Unnecessary arguments with husband / wife / family members 

• Late night sleeping 

• Ineffective time-management 

• Spending less time at home 

• Unhealthy habits 

• Bad friendship 

• More time spending with friends 

Another important aspect that helps in effective training of your children 
is clarity of your persona. Your children should know what you like and 
what you don’t? When will you be happy and for what sort of childrens’ 
behavior you will be angry? Therefore make a list of what you like and 
what you don’t like and paste it on the wall. 



"Loads of reverence and plenty of love as a gratitude

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8) Do You Know? 


Do you know? Probably this is one of the most common questions that we 
come across with. No matter of what age we are? The matters of queries 
vary, from childhood to adolescence; they are simple and based on 
understanding of things. The queries from teenage to youth are quite 
different, largely based on wants and demands. The questions from middle 
age to old age confine not only to self but to all the family members and 
their well-being. In short you know the questions have their own interest 
and attract everyone with some outstanding things to explore. 

The Almighty Allah has asked questions and His style is quite different. 
They not only includes our questions of all ages but in addition present 
such matters that broaden our horizon, help understand the reality of 
everything that exist here and make us very cautious about moving closer 
and closer to the Almighty Allah. You can say that the Creator’s queries 
are quite different from what we come across usually. They, unarguably, 
touch the hearts, enlighten the minds, and correct the measures that we 
often take to understand one or the other things. 

We have mentioned here eleven verses that reflect the Almighty’s wishes 
and His instruction to know the reality of self. His existence and the things 
around. Look at the following verses they ask you .. ..do you know?

9) Do’s and Don’ts 


Do’s and Don’ts are probably among the common instructions that we get 
no matter where we are, in home or out in the market or at working place. 
Doing certain things in certain manner is always on high priority and so is 
refraining from unwanted and unwarranted things. The Do’s specify 
positivity, optimum utilization of potentials and the beneficial aspects of 
things to be done. On the other hand the Don’ts stand for harmful, 
unnecessary, and unhealthy things. But sometimes Don’ts stand for the 
ways that make Do’s possible. Don’ts are not always negative rather they 
pave ways for doing something good. This is how we can perceive if we 
look at the most common commands of our day to day life DO’s and 
DON’Ts. 
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Look at the Do’s and Don’ts through eyes of the Quran. Being Muslims 
we have been advised to adhere to the Divine Commands that are 
categorically in the form of DO’s and DON’Ts. Every command for doing 
something has an outstanding space for positivity and constructive work. 
The prohibitions or the don’ts not only save from evil impacts of certain 
things but also enable us to do wonders by adhering to what has been 
instructed. 

The Quran commands us both Do’s and Don’ts in a single statement, like 
you can see in the below table, or sometimes separately. In all the cases, 
the Divine Book is quite effective in addressing the human intellect; it 
convincingly follows to what the Book ordains. Go through the table 
below and know the Quranic Do’s and Don’ts.

Make your children disciplined 


1) If you look carefully and try to understand the verses mentioned in the 
table above, you will find that Almighty Allah wants us to do certain 
things and refrain from a few. 

2) Verses like 1, 3, 8, 9 and 10 contains both DO’s and DON’Ts in a 
single verse, like Serial No (1) Surah Al-Baqarah 60, the Do’s is eat 
and drink the lawful and the Don’t is avoid disorder. Similarly you can 
think of rest of the verses. 
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3) Make your child understand clearly what are Do’s and Don’ts. Here 
we have mentioned a few; if you want you can go into the details by 
studying the Quran and Sunnah. 

4) Make a list of Do’s and Don’ts and let your child remember and 
memorize them. Advise them to follow in their lives. 

5) Give assignment to your children to make a chart “This is what my 
Allah likes ” for Do’s. And for the Don’ts let them make a similar chart 
“This is what my Allah dislikes ”. 

6) Let there be a similar kind of Do’s and Don’ts chart in your home 
wherein the likes and dislikes of your family members can be 
mentioned. 


10) Truth and Justice 


The Quran prepares us for two important things, out of many. One is that 
the Book inspires us to openly proclaim what our faith is? Who our Lord 
is? What His authority is? 

This proclamation strengthens our faith and sends positive vibes of faith 
(dUO to make us embodiment of steadfastness. It inspires us to let others 
know about their Creator and firmly believe in Oneness of God. 

Another aspect pertains to the dissemination of truth and justice, being a 
Muslim and the last hope of humanity, Quran instructs us to not to miss 
even a single chance of proclamation of Allah’s Glory, His Authority, the 
Expanse of His Knowledge, His being as Designer of the Destiny etc. 

The eleven verses mentioned here deal with these two aspects, vitals of 
faith and open proclamation of truth and justice. 

The beauty of Quranic address is that it carries the reader along with the 
emotions and positive vibes involved in its statements, look at the verses 
in the table next page:

As said, the first thing is to explain each verse with examples and short 
stories; it opens your children’s mind and adds lots of color to their 
curiosity. 

1) Make list of the all eleven questions. 

2) Try to understand why particularly these questions have been 
asked, what wisdom, knowledge, and human psychology do you 
find behind them? 

3) Point out what each question reveals the hidden aspect, for 
example, Serial No 1, Surah Yunus 31\ it reveals Allah is Rabb and 
Creator that everyone knows. It means the human nature is created 
on the pattern of Islam as it can easily recognize the True Creator. 

4) Now find out answer for the remaining verses with the help of 
Quran, Hadith and other relevant sources. 

5) Help you children find out other Questions from the Quran. 


12) Introduce Hell 


The Almighty Allah has described in His Book what Hell is and what sort 
of punishments have been prepared. Its description in the Quran is for two 
reasons. One, the Almighty Allah has power over all things, He has 
created all human beings and they are responsible and accountable. The 
preparation of Hell is an indication that if the humans fail in discharging 
their assign responsibilities they are bound to get their place in Hell. 

The second reason is promotion of belief that this world is temporary and 
the Hereafter is eternal. It means Hell exists and this world provides 
opportunities for everyone to safeguard from the chastisement. If one 
thinks of protection from Hell then he has to search for its ways, this 
process ultimately lead to recognizing and worshiping of the True Creator. 

Keeping this in view let your children understand what Hell is, explain in 
the light of selected verses of following three Quranic Chapters: 

Surah An-Naba, Surah Al-Haqqah and 
Surah Al-Ghashiyah. 

Unlike in other cases with specific references of verses, here we have 
selected few verses from three Surahs wherein the Almighty Allah has 
described the Hell to suit to our conscience and seriously think of 
protection from all sorts of punishments. Go through the following verses:

Now after the explanation of Hell, the next best thing to do is to let your 
children know what are the characteristics, actions and particular bent of 
mind that makes a person worthy of Hell? 

The Almighty Allah has shown mercy by letting us know what 
characteristics make a person dweller of Hell and what are the reasons for 
which a person is thrown into the deep pits of Hell? Had it not been from 
Allah, it would have been impossible for us to know and think of 
prevention from those lethal and killer characteristics that make a person 
worthy of Hell. 

The Almighty Allah let us know about the various shades that make 
people worthy of Hell.

Prevent your children from the lethal characteristics 


The eleven verses enlisted in the above table mainly deals with two 
important aspects, one it specifies the reasons and second it mentions the 
characteristics of those who will have their permanent place in Hell, look 
at the following, this is the gist of few verses: 

1) Kufr or Disbelief (reason) - refer verse in Serial No 1 

2) People who have less good deeds (reason) - refer verse in Serial No 2 

3) Those who reject Islam (reason) - refer verse in Serial No 3 

4) Those who show arrogance (characteristic) - refer verse in Serial No 3 

5) Those who are rebellion ((characteristic) - refer 
verse in Serial No 4 

6) Those who plot evil (characteristic) - refer verse in Serial No 5 

7) Those who turns away from Allah’s remembrance (characteristic) - 
refer verse in Serial No 6 


Make similar list for remaining five verses. 
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Explain each reason and characteristic very clearly so that your children 
understand their true essence and remain cautious about them. 

Explain the reasons why people will be thrown in Hell and let them know 
why people nourish those bad characteristics. 

Get tips from Quran and Hadith for prevention from Hell, like not to eat 
haram, not to be arrogant (yf), not to harm neighbours, not to reject the 
truth etc. Make your children adopt these tips and make them a part of 
their sound characters. 

You should strengthen the fact in your children’s mind that prevention 
from Hell is the greatest victory. As long as we are alive, we should try 
every bit to prevent ourselves from Hell. 


14) Introduce Jannah 


Admission in Jannah is the ultimate success; if a person is protected from 
Hell-fire and gets admitted in Jannah has really achieved great success, 
which is unarguably enjoyable and eternal. Quite contrast to what we have 
seen in case of Hell, the description of Jannah is lively, heartwarming and 
highly motivating. Only an insignificant part of Jannah has been described 
in the Quran as the human brains can’t perceive the expanse and blessings 
of Jannah as they ought to be. Therefore Prophet Muhammad (pbuh) says 
in a Hadith Qudsi, narrated by Bukhari: 

Allah says: 7 have prepared for My righteous servants that which no eye 
has seen, no ear has heard and it has never crossed the mind of man. All 
of that is reserved, besides which all that you have known is as nothing. ’ 
Then he recited: ‘No person knows what is kept hidden for them of joy as 
a reward for what they used to do ’ [Surah As-Sajdah: 17) 

Whatever mentioned in the following Quranic verses is just a glimpse of 
very huge and unimaginable Jannah. 

Instead of short verses, we have enlisted few verses from three Surahs 
wherein Almighty Allah has described Jannah and the characteristics of 
those who will find their permanent place there.

Admission in Jannah is not that easy, Prophet Muhammad (pbuh) said that 
the Jannah is under the shade of swords, that means we need to work 
really hard to be worthy of Allah’s mercy and Jannah. 

Since Jannah is an everlasting place, the believers who get admitted in 
Jannah will live there forever therefore the qualities require, the 

amount of work to be done and the intensity of pious nature preferred is on 
a very higher end. One needs to be very cautious not for a day or month or 
for a year but all through moments of life.

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Let your children know the ualities of Paradise-dwellers (iy) 


The first thing is, as you know, detailed explanation of the verses. Since 
verses are very short, you need to study well before giving their 
explanations. If possible refer similar kind of verses, Ahadith and other 
relevant resources for effective explanations. 

List out the qualities of the Paradise dwellers, and discuss with your 
children like; how to cultivate these qualities, what are the practical ways? 

For example, how to be God-fearing and obedient (J> ) all the time? What 
precautions we have to take to be Allah’s servant of that high level? 

What are good deeds (^U JI/O? Ask them to make a list of those good 
deeds that make a person worthy of Jannah. Like offering regular prayers, 
spending in the way of Allah, selfless service of human beings, speaking 
good with people, controlling anger and tongue, good behavior with 
orphan etc. 

Let them list out all the qualities that they know and also suggest practical 
ways of developing them, see the below table:

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Guidelines 


• This plan is meant for a family, comprising parents and their children. 
However, based on the possibilities, relatives and neighboring children 
can be invited, but strength shouldn’t be more as it might minimize 
your attention. 

• It is advisable that either father or mother, or any elderly / learned 
person should lead Quran Study Session. 

• Make Quran Study time-table in consultation with your children. Keep 
it of short duration with precise regularity every day. 

• To facilitate easy reading for the children, short verses have been 
enlisted here in this plan. Some are complete verses and some are a 
part of the long verses. So wherever possible you can refer to the full 
verse in view of the given references. 

• It is advisable to refer Ahadith and relevant literature for fair and better 
understanding of the subjects. 

• For each topic, it is preferable to spend at least two days. This way you 
can finish 15 topics in the month of Ramadan. 

• After finishing each topic, conclude the session with relevant Duas 
from Quran and Sunnah. 

• After Ramadan, you need to repeat the same syllabus from the first. 
While repetition you can spend at least a weeks’ time for each topic. If 
things progress fast and children show interest, you can appropriately 
alter the duration as well as the topics. 

• We have given some exercises at the end of each topic, you can go 
ahead with it and even add some more innovative ideas from your 
side, like storytelling, quiz and drawing competitions, match the 
following, fill-up the blanks, video shows, childrens’ play etc. 

• Make one child, organizer of the Quran Study session and rotate the 
organizer after every few days. 

• Let the Quran study be flexible and interactive so that children can ask 
questions and can participate in discussions whenever necessary. 

• Start every session with recitation of the Quranic verses, and then take 
up the verses according to your plan, after your explanation and 
discussion, at the end, let children resolve to abide by the things that 
they have understood. 
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• When you start the next session, after recitation and explanation, spend 
atleast few minutes in the revision of previous class. 

• Encourage your children to memorize the verses mentioned in this 
plan, and see that they make use of those verses as reference in their 
day to day conversations. 

• The subjects dealt here have more Quranic verses, we have just 
mentioned a few, to know more about verses of a particular subject we 
suggest you to refer index of Tafheemul Quran you can go with Al 
Mu'jam Al Mufahras Li Alfaz Al Quran. Search on the internet will 
also help. 

• To make the Quranic studies interesting, you need to do lot of 
homework before the commencement of every session. We would like 
you to go through lots of resources and gather more information in 
view of the enlisted Quranic verses. 

• Try to evaluate outcome of every session, monitor your children’s 
follow up activities, and assign responsibilities of monitoring and 
guiding to any suitable family member.

That is. if we focus on our childrens’ materialistic development, but 

fail to concentrate, as it ought to be, on their moral and spiritual progress, 
this is going to be an ultimate fate of ours.we are as if childless. 

We should see that whatever our children do, they have to remain always 
active in Allah’s worship and in following the footsteps of our beloved 
Prophet Muhammad (pbuh). 

This is the line of difference that makes real sense of parent with children 
and without children. The time in our possession along with childrens’ 
presence is invaluable, let us make them dwellers of paradise. 
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
